Prejudicial 

Li. right-thinking intabltants of Hong- 
kong will deplore Monday nights 
Russell Street demonstration, Lt is the 
sort of behaviour which does so much to 
prejudice the position of strikers who ore 
endenvouring to convince that they have 
honest and honourable motives for their 
dispute; ft also tends, more quickly than 
anything else, to aliennte public sympathy 
from their cause. While it- is possible 
sympathetically to nuppreciate that the 
Tramway workers are becoming — irked, 
irritnted nnd even anxious about the 
profonged dispute, which, incidentally, 
shows no signs of a settlement, that docs 
not justify their resert to defiance of the 
Inw; nor docs Monday's behaviour add to 
their dignity. Due (to their leaders’ 
protestations, as well as the manner in 
which the Tramway discontents have 
hitherto conducted themselves, it has been 
generally conceded that their strike was 
not politically inspired, but represented 
a genuine, even if not economically justifi- 
able complaint.
